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Introduction 


he Muslims had encountered the Quraysh in the battles of 

Badr and Uhud. They now faced an unprecedented threat. 

It was not only the Quraysh, but a confederation of various 
tribes who had come together to attack the Muslims. This battle 
was known as the Battle of the Trench’ or the ‘Battle of the 
Confederates’. 


The enemy force led by Abū Sufyan totalling 10,000 soldiers 
converged onto Madinah. Rasúlullah As.caij- found out about 
their plan and called his Companions ai to discuss how they 
should confront the enemy. 


Upon the advice of Salman al-Farsi 22%, a trench was dug to the 
north and west of Madinah. All the other sides of the city had 
natural protection through woods and mountains. This trench 
would create a barrier between the Muslims and the attacking 


force, allowing them a better chance to defend their city. 
The dirt which had been taken out from the trench was piled up 


on the Muslim side. Behind this dirt wall, stones were placed 
which could be used to throw at the enemy. 
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When the Quraysh arrived with their allies and saw the trench, 
they were taken aback, as these types of tactics in warfare had 
never been seen before in the Arab lands. 


Meanwhile, within Madinah, the Banú Qurayzah were the only 
remaining Jewish tribe who had a truce with Rasúlullah 
dcsaletiie. At this critical time, they betrayed the trust of 
Rasúlullah Acs. and denied that any truce had taken place. 
They also now sided with the Confederates. 


The Muslims found themselves with enemies on all sides. The 
Confederates were on the other side of the trench and the Banü 
Qurayzah were within Madinah itself. 


Due to the trench, no open confrontation with the Confederates 
took place. However, a few skirmishes occurred when the 
Qurayshi cavalry breached the trench at one of the narrow points. 


Nu‘aym ibn Mas'üd Ashja‘l žais was one of the nobles of the 
Banú Ghatfan and had embraced Islam. He had kept his reversion 
a secret from the Confederates. He came to Rasúlullah 
Azsdex and asked permission if he could try to break the siege. 


Permission was granted. 


Nu‘aym ¿ais went to the Banú Qurayzah and told them that they 


would be left exposed to the Muslims by the Quraysh, if the 
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Confederates left. He advised them to ask the Quraysh to leave 
some of their men behind with them. 


Nu‘aym 445 then went to the Quraysh and told them that the 


Bani Qurayzah had plotted with Rasúlullah zaif and 
planned to hand over some of their men to him. 


The Quraysh wanted to know if what Nu‘aym xais; had said was 
true. They went to see the Banú Qurayzah and their suspicions 
were proved correct. The Banú Qurayzah asked the Quraysh to 
leave some men with them and the Quraysh, thinking the Bani 
Qurayzah would hand them over to Rasülullah fzx. The 
Qurayshi refusal then led the Banü Qurayzah to feel they had also 
been betrayed. 


The siege continued and Rasülullah ¿ke supplicated to 
Allah IS. A fierce wind came and ripped up the camp of the 
Confederates causing disarray. 


The Confederates eventually left and the siege which had lasted 
for fifteen days was finally broken. Six or eight Companions 
Aris had been martyred in the battle. 

The Muslims had claimed a massive psychological victory as they 


had defended Madinah from an enemy numbering 10,000. 
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The Aftermath of the Battle 


fter the Battle of the Trench' was over, Rasülullah 
cst read Fajr Salah and returned to Madinah. The 
Muslims came back and put away their weapons. 


When the time for Zuhr arrived, Jibril ¿ML came on 





the back of a mule, wearing a turban. According 
to one narration, Jibril sil came to the 
place where the Janazah Salah used to be 
read and stopped there. 


Jibril slate asked Rasúlullah ¿cio if he 

had removed his weapons. Rasülullah iz; replied in the 
affirmative, meaning yes, they have. Jibril ale informed him 
that the Angels have not yet put down their weapons nor have 
they returned. Allah 16422 has ordered Rasúlullah izj«feute 
to go to the Bani Qurayzah and he was also going to the Banú 
Qurayzah. 


What followed was the Gazwah of Banú Qurayzah

been exiled by Rasülullah ¿cs co for breaking their treaty with 
the Muslims.

Banú ‘Awf bin Malik 
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Anas ZAieá, reports that there was a treaty between the Muslims 
and the Banü Qurayzah. When the Quraysh had come with 10,000 
people to attack Madinah, the Banü Qurayzah broke the truce and 
joined ranks with the Quraysh. When Allah 155322, defeated the 
confederates, the Banü Qurayzah, locked themselves inside their 


forts. 


Jibril SEÑÁLE came with a large group of Angels to Rasülullah 
Azsdexy» and said that you must immediately go to the Bani 
Qurayzah. Rasilullah izj«feXt said that his Companions were 
exhausted. Jibril ¿Ed said do not think about that, just leave. 
He then left with the group of Angels towards the Banü Qurayzah.

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The Announcement 

Jibril Sisk went to the Banü Qurayzah and Rasülullah ¿5 
gave the command to his Companions &zZ that no person 
should read “Asr Salah, except when they are at the locality of the 
Banú Qurayzah. 


When the time came for “Asr, the 
Companions ¿és were still on 
their way to the locality, which 
resulted in a difference of opinion 
between the Companions ZA. 
Some of the Companions ¿ás 
said that they would only read “Asr 
when they get to the Banú 
Qurayzah and the others said they 
should read it now. The reason 
being that the aim of Rasúlullah 
{zafe was to persuade them to 
hurry to the locality. 





When Rasülullah iz; ite heard of this, he did not express any 
displeasure at either party, as both of their intentions were 


sincere.

Ibn Hisham mentions, that Rasulullah 25 left “Abdullah ibn 


Umme Maktüm 2x4%s in charge in Madinah and sent ‘Ali 22%s 


with the standard of Islam to the Banú Qurayzah. 


When “Ali zas was close to the forts of the Banú Qurayzah, he 


heard them saying offensive words against Rasúlullah Asai. 


‘Ali zas turned back until he saw Rasúlullah ¿cs and told 
him that he should not go close, so he does not have to listen to 
their offensive words. Rasülullah 25% asked him why; did he 
think that their words would cause him harm? ‘Ali edi; replied 


in the affirmative. Rasülullah ¿sc $e said that if they saw him 
they would not say anything. 


Rasúlullah ¿co passed by a group of his Companions sedis; 
and asked them if they had seen anyone pass by? They said they 
had seen Dihyah al-Kalbi 224% go past on a white mule, with a 
saddle. Rasúlullah At informed them it was Jibril ¿zi 
who has been sent to the Banú Qurayzah to shake their fortresses 
and put awe inside their hearts. 


When Rasülullah ize reached the 
Banú Qurayzah, he stopped at one of their 
wells on the edge of their land, which was 
called Bir Ana. Ibn Hisham has mentioned 





it was called Bi’r Anna. 
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The Siege 
he Muslims laid siege to the forts of the Banü Qurayzah for 
25 days. Allah 154 instilled awe and fear into their 
hearts and the siege caused them great difficulty. 


The leader of the Banü Qurayzah was Ka“ab ibn Asad. He gathered 
his people and presented three choices to them. He told them to 
choose whichever one they preferred so they could be relieved of 
this problem. 


Ka“ab ibn Asad presented the first choice. He said they must bring 


~ 





faith with this person meaning " 
Rasúlullah ¿ice and become e d 

his followers. It had been quite e e 
apparent that he was a divine iN hd 
Messenger and the same person z 





whose attributes could be found in the 
Torah. If they brought faith, then their lives, wealth, children, and 
wives would be protected. 


The Banú Qurayzah said that they would not accept this. They 
would never leave their religion. 


Ka‘ab ibn Asad, then presented the second choice. He told them 
to put an end to their own women and children. They would then 
have no worries when they go against Rasülullah 2: Go. They 
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could then fight with all their might against him. Ifthey lose, then 
they will have no worries about their women and children. And if 
they win, then there are lots of women and they could have more 


children. 


The Banú Qurayzah said, what enjoyment would there be to life, if 
they put an end to their women and children for no justifiable 
reason. This choice was also rejected. 


Ka“ab then presented the final choice. He told them tonight was 
the night of the Sabbath. It was possible that Muhammad 
Icsteóficand his Companions would let down their 
guard today. They know it is the Sabbath and 
think we will not attack them on this 








day. Because of this, we can take 
advantage of the situation and 
attack them suddenly with all 
our might. 


The Banú Qurayzah said to Ka“ab, that he knew their predecessors 
were punished because they did not respect the Sabbath and he 
was commanding them to do this! 


After listening to all three choices, the Banú Qurayzah did not 
accept any of them. They now had to find a different way to get 


out of their predicament. 
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Abū Lubabah xis, 

Abū Lubabah ibn ‘Abd al-Mundhir Wes had a special 
relationship with the Banu Qurayzah; therefore, they thought he 
could help them in this difficult time. They asked Rasúlullah 
is úl to send him to them so they can discuss matters with 
him. Rasúlullah ¿5% gave Abū Lubabah xá permission to 
go and speak to them. 


Abū Lubabah ¿45 reached the locality of the Banú Qurayzah and 
when they saw A they gathered around. The women and 
children started to cry, and he was filled with emotion. The Banú 
Qurayzah asked him if they should accept the decision of 
Rasúlullah 4566? Abū Lubabah aces said yes, but he made a 
sign towards his neck indicating that the intention of Rasúlullah 
Asati was to put an end to matters. 


Abū Lubabah css 
had not even moved 
from his place when 
the thought came to 
his mind that he had 
betrayed the trust of 
Allah AB and his 
MET Ze io. 





He immediately went 
to Masjid Nabwi and tied himself to one of the pillars. 
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Abū Lubabah zéii; made an oath that he would not move from 
this place until Allah 3553. accepts his repentance. He also 
made an oath with Allah 1522 that he would never step foot 
in the locality of Bani Qurayzah ever again and he would never 
look at the place in which the trust of Allah ¿582 and his 
Messenger had been abused. 


When Rasülullah izj«fx heard about this, he said if Abū 
Lubabah ves had come straight to him then he would have 
asked forgiveness for him. But now he has done this, he would not 
release him until Allah 155322, accepts his repentance. 


Mediation 

After some time, the Banü Qurayzah agreed that they would do 
whatever Rasülullah ¿sc Ge decides. The Muslims in Madinah 
were from the two tribes of Aws and Khazraj. The tribe of Khazraj 
had special ties to the Banü al-Nadir, which was one of the former 
Jewish tribes that used to reside in Madinah. The tribe of Aws had 
special ties with the people from the Banü Qurayzah. The people 
from Aws requested that the people from Banü Qurayzah are dealt 
with in the same way as the Banü al-Nadir had been dealt with. 


Rasülullah ¿ci asked the people of Aws, if they would be 
happy ifa person from among them made this decision? They said 
whatever decision Sa‘ad ibn Mu'adh iais makes, they would 
accept it. 
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The Decision 

Sa‘ad ibn Mu'adh Zea had been injured in the battle of the 
trench. Rasülullah ¿tá had a tent made for him inside 
Masjid Nabwi so he could be looked after closely. A messenger was 


sent to call him. 


Sa‘ad ibn Mu‘adh “edi; arrived on the back of a donkey. As he 
approached, Rasúlullah ¿us$ told the people to stand up in 
honour of their leader. He was taken down from the animal and 


then seated. 


Rasúlullah izs«íeXt» told Saad ibn Mu'adh 2zéiigs that these 
people, meaning the people of Aws, have left the decision in your 
hands i.e., what sentence should be given to the people of the 


Banü Qurayzah. 


Sa‘ad ibn Mu'adh ¿4% said, ‘I make the decision that all the 
people who could fight, meaning the adult males, are executed, 
the women and children are made captives, and all of the wealth 
be taken and distributed amongst the Muslims.’ 


When Rasülullah izj4íct heard this, he said that the decision 
had been given according to the command of Allah IEA. 


The decision had been made according to the Torah itself, which 
was the book which the Banü Qurayzah followed. 
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In Deuteronomy (this is the 5% book in the Torah), chapter 20, you 


will find the following passage.

Heavens to participate in his Janazah Salah and his 
grave would give out the fragrance of musk.

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The Sentence 


According to the decision made by Sa‘ad ibn Mu'adh žais, the 
Banü Qurayzah were captured and brought back to Madinah. 
Among the captives were their leader, Ka“ab ibn Asad, and Huyayy 
ibn Akhtab who had convinced Ka‘ab to betray Rasúlullah 


Acsi and break the treaty. 


The sentence was passed on all the mature males. There was also 
one woman by the name of Bunanah, who had caused the 
martyrdom of Khallad ibn Suwaid šis by dropping a mill stone 


upon him. The sentence was also passed on her. 


The remaining women and children were sent to Syria and Najd 
to be sold. The proceeds from this were used to purchase horses 
and arms. The goods and possessions which had been taken from 
the Banü Qurayzah were shared out amongst the Muslims. The 
expedition against the Banü Qurayzah now came to an end.

n the 5” year of Hijri, Rasúlullah ¿asc married Zaynab 
bint Jahsh ss. She was the daughter of Umaymah, the 
daughter of ‘Abd al-Muttalib, therefore, she was the paternal 


cousin of Rasülullah Jus as well. 


Before she married Rasülullah zaf, she was married to Zayd 
ibn Harithah žá, the freed slave of Rasúlullah ¿Gio Her 


marriage to Rasúlullah 4% caused a lot of controversy at 


the time. 


Zaynab bint Jahsh Gadi; came from a very noble lineage, the 
same lineage as Rasülullah 25%, whereas Zayd ibn Harithah 
les was originally a slave who was given to Rasülullah 


Acscletij by his wife Khadijah qais. 


In Arab Custom, for a noble woman 
such as Zaynab bint Jahsh Gaiss to 
marry a freed slave was not normal 
and this type of marriage was 
considered dishonourable. 





When Rasülullah iz; initially 
sent a proposal to her on behalf of Zayd 
cs, Zaynab bint Jahsh adil; and her brother “Abdullah ibn 


Jahsh zz; refused it immediately. 
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Upon this, the following verse was revealed from Strah Al-Ahzab.

“It is not open for a believing man or a believing woman, once

The believing man in this verse referred to *Abdullah ibn Jahsh 
zais and the believing woman was none other than Zaynab bint 
Jahsh Es.

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The Marriage of Zaynab bint Jahsh Es and 

Zayd ibn Harithah ¿<4%s 
fter this verse was revealed, ‘Abdullah ibn Jahsh zís 
and Zaynab bint Jahsh ¿ss both agreed and the Nikah 
between Zayd aii and Zaynab bint Jahsh Geass took 


place in accordance with the command from Allah 3553. 


Even though the marriage had taken place, all was not well 
between the couple. They had come from opposite backgrounds, 
different parts of society. This incompatibility caused them to 


argue. 


Zayd 22d used to go to Rasúlullah At and complain, 
telling him that he wanted to leave her. Rasülullah zatiko 
would advise him not to do that, as he had married her upon his 
advice. If he left her, then this would be a cause for regret and 


shame for Rasülullah Lc within his family. 


A point to add here is that in the Arab culture, to 
marry the ex-wife of a person who was not your 
real son but a person who you had called or 
made your adopted son was considered an 





incredibly shameful act. 


Allah $553 had decided that this incorrect custom should be 
broken by the actions of Rasúlullah 2520.

Rasúlullah 45. was informed by Revelation, that after Zayd 
aces divorces Zaynab bint Jahsh xs, he would then marry 
her. People will then realise that the rulings for a person who you 
have made your adopted son, are not the same as the rulings for a 
person who is your real son. 


Even though Rasülullah ¿2540 had received the message from 
Allah 15422, due to the fear of taunts, he had not told anyone 
and kept this information inside his own heart, hidden from 
everyone else. He knew that this news from Allah ISA was 
completely true and correct and it would become apparent by 


itself in its own time. 
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The Divorce 

Rasülullah 45. kept this information to himself and, as per 
the commands of Shari‘ah, he kept on advising Zayd žais to not 
divorce his wife. Our Shari‘ah tells us that we must do all we can 
to keep marriages intact and for both partners to have patience; 
therefore, we should always give advice that will keep two people 


together. 


One day Zayd dil came and told Rasülullah iz; that he 


has divorced Zaynab bint Jahsh <4ks. Rasúlullah ízes 


remained quiet. 


The Proposal 

Anas ¿cs reports that when the “iddah of Zaynab sis was 
over, Rasülullah Ice gave Zayd zás the command to send 
his marriage proposal to her. People would see that whatever is 
going to happen, has happened with the agreement of Zayd 


seio. 


Zayd te took the proposal of Rasúlullah Ac tkóio to her 
house. He turned and stood with his back towards the door. Even 
though the command for Hijab had not yet been revealed, this was 


a sign of his extreme modesty and piety. 


He said, ‘O Zaynab, Rasilullah ¿cie has sent me with his 
proposal of marriage to you’. Zaynab ¿ss replied that at this 
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moment in time she cannot say anything until she seeks advice 
from her Lord; in other words, perform Istikharah. 


Zaynab zás got up and sat in the place in her house which was 
reserved for praying and performed her Istikharah. She did not 
ask any of the creation for advice but went straight to Allah 
AG to ask for good as He is the guardian of the faithful. 


Because of this, in the presence of his special Angels, Allah 
IEA conducted the Nikah of Rasúlullah sc Go and Zaynab 
bint Jahsh Gadi in the Heavens. The announcement was made 
in the Heavens, but now this news needed to reach the world, so 
Allah IES sent down Jibril Sax with Revelation. Allah

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The News 

In one narration, it mentions that Rasúlullah ¿có was in the 
house of ‘A’ishah G<4%5 when the Revelation came. When it was 
completed, Rasúlullah izj4ícte smiled and turned to ‘A’ishah 
sis and said, ‘Who will go and give Zaynab the good news?’ and 
he recited verse 37 from Sirah al-Ahzab till the end. 


‘A'ishah adil; says that when this verse was recited to me, I 
thought that that Zaynab ¿ss was already beautiful, but she 
will also now be proud of the fact that Allah ¿52 conducted 
her Nikah in the heavens. 


From this narration we can see that before Rasülullah ¿có 
went to her house, he had sent a messenger to tell her the news 
that Allah ABEL has revealed these verses in relation to her. 
When she received the news, she fell in prostration in thanks to 
Allah IEA. 


Now that Zaynab Gadi; had been informed she was the wife of 
Rasúlullah cio, he entered her house without permission. 

He asked her, what is your name? Her real name had in fact been 
Barrah, so she said, ‘my name is Barrah'. Rasúlullah izafi 


gave her the name Zaynab instead of Barrah. 


After this news reached the people, the Hypocrites raised their 
voices and said that the Messenger on one side tells us that 
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marrying the wives of your sons is impermissible but on the other 
side he has married his own son's wife. 


Allah 15422 then sent the following Revelation. 


IE 525 EY A 5: zT UE R2 OK UG 
ese 
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“Muhammad (Åsa) is not a father of any of your men, but 
he is a Messenger of Allah and the last of the Prophets. And Allah 
has the Knowledge of everything." 


From this verse it was clear, that Rasülullah zsa- was not any 
man’s father, so he was not the father of Zayd zeis. Zayd 22485 
was not his son, so there were no restrictions in marrying the ex- 


wife of Zayd 2245.

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The Command for Hijab 


ccording to some reports, the marriage between 

Rasülullah ¿ce and Zaynab zás took place in the 

4" year of Hijri. According to others, it was the 5" year. 
At that time Zaynab adil; was 35 years old. 


The dowry was set at 400 dirhams. According to Ibn Ishaq, the 
Nikah was conducted by the brother of Zaynab zás, Abu Ahmad 
ibn Jahsh 2:45; however, we have heard previously that Allah 
ASA carried out their Nikah in the heavens. It could be that 
later, the Nikah was also done in this world. Allah 1542 knows 


best. 


As this union had been chosen by Allah 15%, who conducted 
the Nikah himself in the company of chosen Angels, and 
Revelation had also been sent down in relation to it, Rasülullah 
Jste paid careful attention to the Walimah invitation. 


A goat was slaughtered, and the people were called. They were 
fed meat and bread until they were full. The people ate and left, 
but there were three men who were still sat conversing with one 
another. Due to the modesty of Rasúlullah ¿5% 6%, he did not 
say anything; however, he got up and went into the house of 
‘A'ishah Gáis where she congratulated Rasúlullah cio. 
One after another, Rasülullah ¿5% visited all his wives who 


congratulated him. 
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Allah 16422 then sent down the following Revelation: 


Ji ele S88 SIN ua es sess sd sid 
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Shad GERA Y5 57236 
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“0 you who believe, do not enter the houses of the Prophet, 
unless you are permitted for a meal, not (so early as) to wait for 
its preparation. But when you are invited, go inside. Then, once 
you have had the meal, just disperse, and (do) not (sit for long) 

being keen for a chat. This (conduct of yours) hurts the Prophet, 
but he feels shy of (telling) you (about it), but Allah is not shy of 
the truth. And when you ask any thing from them (the blessed 
wives of the Prophet), ask them from behind a curtain. That is 
better for the purity of your hearts and their hearts.” 


This verse is known as the verse of Hijab.

he Battle of the Trench had concluded with the Quraysh 

and their allies turning back without achieving any of 

their objectives. In fact, it was a huge moral victory for 
the Muslims who had managed to protect Madinah with a much 
smaller and less equipped army. 


During the battle, the Banü Qurayzah had broken their treaty with 
Rasúlullah ¿ice and sided with the Confederates. Jibril 
sll now came to Rasülullah ¿stc and informed him that 
Allah 15422 has commanded him to go to the Banü Qurayzah. 
Once more, Rasülullah iz; gathered his troops and they 
made their way to the locality of the Banü Qurayzah. The Muslim 
army laid siege to their forts for 25 days. 


During this time, the Banü Qurayzah requested that Abü Lubabah 
zais be sent to them so they can discuss matters with him. He 
was given permission by Rasülullah Jus Go to go to them. 


Abū Lubabah #2 arrived and was asked by the Banü Qurayzah, 
what was going to happen to them. He made a gesture with his 
hand and the thought immediately occurred to him that he had 
betrayed the trust of Allah ISA and Rasúlullah Ice. He 
went straight to Masjid Nabwi, tied himselfto a pillar and said that 


he would not move until Allah 15422 forgives him. 
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After tiring of the siege, the Banü Qurayzah agreed that they 
would do whatever Rasúlullah ¿tl decides. Sa‘ad ibn 
Mu‘adh ¿cis was a leader of the Aws who had special relations 
with the Banü Qurayzah. He was given the task of passing 
judgment on them.

Sa'ad ibn Mu'adh zis; had been injured in the Battle of the 
Trench. He came and passed judgment as per the laws in the 
Torah, which was the book followed by the Banü Qurayzah and 


this ended the Gazwah of the Banü Qurayzah. 


Regarding Abū Lubabah ‘dil, the Revelation eventually came 


declaring his forgiveness and Rasülullah ¿IG untied him 
with his own hands. 


Zaynab bint Jahsh ize, the cousin of Rasülullah 25 co, had 
been married to Zayd ibn Harithah Zea. They came from 
opposite sides of society which caused them not to get along. The 
time eventually came when Zayd zd; divorced her. 

Rasülullah ¿co had already been told by Allah $5536 that 
he would marry Zaynab bint Jahsh Es. In those days, the Arab 
custom was that a person whom you had named your son, or 
adopted was considered the same as your real son. Marrying the 
ex-wife of such a person was regarded as shameful. Due to this 
reason, Rasülullah zsa- kept this news to himself. 
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Eventually after the divorce, Rasülullah Ice sent Zayd 


ces himself with his proposal and the Revelation came down 


that Allah ABE has conducted their Nikah in the Heavens. 


Allah 168% had put an end once and for all to this custom of 
the Arabs where the foster or adopted son was considered the 
same as a real son. Allah ISE informed the people that 
Muhammad ¿sac Go was the father of no man. 


During the Walimah invitation of the marriage of Rasülullah 
Acseeti and Zaynab bint Jahsh eise, Allah 355362, sent down 
the verses of Hijab. 


The Muslims had managed to defend the city once again from 
attack and repel the threat from within. The time would soon 
come where Muhammad ¿sa Ge would now go back to the city 
where he was born, the city in which he was raised, the city of 


Makkah. 
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
